The culcndar reads "January 1, 
052," but there is no change in the 
vorld's big headache. 


Russia's Joe Stalin illustrates the 
reacherous times in which we live 
>y sending u New Year's greeting 
o the people of Japan offering his 
'deep sympathy" because of their 
'foreign occupation." And yet he 
s supporting a war In Korea which 
s primarily directed against Japan. 


The strategic position of Korea 


makes it cither an outpost for the 
defense of the Jap islands or a dag- 
;cr pointed at their heart. That 
vas why the old Japanese empire, 
when menaced by Russia, invaded 
md 
occupied 
Korea 
nearly 50 


years ago. And it is a major reason 
vhy our troops arc fighting in Ko- 
•cu today— if we let the peninsula 
'all into unfriendly hands we may 
•un the risk of losing everything 
.hat we fought for in the Western 
Pacific. 


Candor compels one to admit that 
liberator who swaggers into a 


'oreign land wearing a sword and 
a pistol is an unhappy target for 
suspicion and ridicule. I don't have 
nuch patience with talk about our 
saving either Japan or Korea for 
democracy. We have a much more 
honorable reason for being in both 
lands — saving our own skins, and 
honoring the memory of several 
hundred thousand young Americans 
who died for us in World War II. 


I can't imagine that the Japan- 


ese would "prefer" being occu- 
pied by us than by the Russians; 
about the only thing the Japs would 
"prefer" would be to have their 
country all to themselves again. 
But by comparison with Russia's 
lying words our American forlh- 
rightness ought eventually to win 
us solid support in the Far East. 
It isn't our reputation to talk one 
way and act another. 


Nor is America, in this new year, 


arming herself to force "democ- 
racy" on an unwilling world. We 
are making ships and guns and 
planes, and training fighting men, 
simply because we need them /or 
the physical protection of our own 
country and her sea and air ap- 
pioatiies. 


We need no more proof than a 


single item in the overnight news — 
the discovery in the' Korean fight- 
ing that Russia is able to spare 
750 jet .fighters- on 
that 
distant 


front . . . absolute proof that Rus- 
sia is far ahead of us in the air. 


And so we dedicate 1052 presum- 


ably to peace but certainly to re- 
armament — for ourselves.

Churchill's 
Gtibsnet Men 
Honored 


London, J'an. \ (K 
1)— Four mem- 


bers of Winston Churchill's war- 
time cabinet were made viscounts 
today by King George VI i(i his 
traditional New Year's h o n o r s 
list. 


Honoring hundreds of British, and 


•commonwealth, citizens.. for 
their 


service, the king's palm fell upon 
scientists, two of his doctors, pilots 
who have flown his wife and daugh- 
ters overseas, the man with the 
longest unbroken service in 
the 


House of Commons, and the man 
who signs the monarch's checks. 


The four new viscounts are Rob- 


ert S. Hudson, war-time minislcr 
of agriculture; Sir John Anderson, 
chairman of the Port of London 
Authority who was chancellor 
of 


the exchequer 1943-45; Sir Archi- 
bald Sinclair, boss of the wartime 
HAF as air minislcr, and Brendan 
Bracken, publisher of the influen- 
tial "Financial Times" who was 
minister of 
information 
1941-45. 


The only other peer created was 


a baron: This title was given Ed- 
ward Hornour Winterton, an earl 
in the Irish peerave but not pre- 
viously a member of the House of 
Lords. 
Lord 
Werton had. been 


a member of the House of Com- 
mons for 47 years. 


The king's 
check 
signer was 


made a member of the Privy Coun- 
cil. He is Sir 
Ulick 
Alexander, 


treasurer to the king since 1941. 
The royal signature, "George R.", 
is barred from checks, control of 
the purse strings being one of the 
foremost curbs on the monarch's 
power. 


Also made a privy councillor was 


Sir Charles Williams, a member of 
the House of Commons since 1918 
and deputy speaker*of the house 
during the war.

Would Reduce 
Spending by 
Military 


Washington, Jan. 1—(/P)— Chair- 


man Cannon (D-Mo) of the House 
Appropriations Committee said to- 
day "an easing of 
the 
tension" 


might make il possible to reduce 
military spending in the new year. 


Cannon, in an interview, would 


give no estimate of how much Con- 
gress should appropriate for 
the 


armed services during the fiscal 
year starting July 1, but said he 
believes il may be less than was 
provided this year—$56,907,808,010. 


"In any event," he said', 
"we 


are going to more thoroughly scru- 
tinize the requests for money for 
national defense. Last year it was 
a case of taking no chances and 
giving them everything they asked 
for. 
There was the possibility then 


that Russia might strike at 
any 


moment, and we just- couldn't af- 
ford to take a chance." 


Claiming that "time now is 
in 


our favor," Cannon said Congress 
can at least proceed a little more 
slowly this year in making military 
money allotments. 


Right now, the military budget is 


a hot subject between the White 
'House and the 
Pentagon, Presi- 


dent Truman is reported as balk- 
ing at figures presented 
by 
his 


Joint Chiefs of Staff and is asking 
for economies. 


As Joseph Short, 
White House 


press secretary put it, there has 
been "considerable discussion" ol 
the miiy^ry budget. How much the 
military wants is a closely guard 
ed: secret.
